THK OARIEN CANAL. 


A special examination iuto the rela- 


tions of the United States Government 
to the projected Darieu cnnal has been 
made for the forthcoming International 
Code Couference in London, by Mr. A. 
P. Spragne, Secretary .of the American 
Committee, and his report will show 
that the United States is precluded in 
both national aad international law and 
policy from claiming exclusive control 
over the enterprise. A treaty concluded 
by the United States and Great Britain, 
April 19, 1850, and -which is still in 
force, mutually guarantees the neutral- 
ity and protection of the then projected 
Nicaragua!! Canal, or any canal across 
the Isthmus between North and Sooth 
America, undertaken by any parties 
upon fair and equitable terms with the 
consent of the government through 
whose territory it should run. 


This treaty is said to dispose cf the 


Monroe Doctrine, so far as n canal is 
concerned, the contracting parties to it 
—the United States and a leading Euro- 
pean government—uniting therein in 
an invitation to all interested Powers'to 
join in the guaranty of perpetual neu- 
trality of such a canal and the protec- 
tion of capital invested from what- 
ever 
sources and 
under whatever 


management. Mr. Spragne holds that 
M. de Lesseps and his company are 
thus already assured, by treaty, of the 
protection of Great Britain and the 
United States; and that the other gov- 
ernments, on both continents, will, 
when the proper time comes, join in an 
international act declaring the projected 
canal forever free and open and exempt 
from attack in time of war, and extend- 
ing their mutual protection to the canal 
and commerce involved.
